The organ of hearing is one of the 


nio^t marvelous pieces of mechanism 
in the body. 
In animals the external 


ear acts as a tiumpet to collect the 
sound waves: in man it is little more 
than an ornament, but the internal ear 
is alike in both. So wonderful is its 
construction that wo can distinguish 
pounds varying from forty to 4.000 vi- 
brations per second. Tula feat is per- 
formed by a portion of tho ear called 
the organ of Corti. What a wondarful 
organ that is may be understood from 
the fact that it consists o" 5.000 pieces 
of apparatus, each piece being made 
up of two rods, one inner hair cell and 
four outer hair cells—that is. 35.000 
separate' parts. 
In some mysterious 


manner the rods, with other things, are 
timed to different notes, and when they 
vibrate they cause the hairs ta trans- 
mit an impulse to the nerve of bearing. 
To be musical, therefore. Is to have a 
good organ of Corti. 


Why is it that scratching a ptece of 


£lass witb metal causes such an un- 
pleasant sound? Because It is -what Is 
called the fundamental tone of- the ear, 
which Is very high.* What tbe funda- 
mental tone exactly la would take too 
much space to explain, but If you Mow 
across the mouth of a bottle, a hollow 
globe, «tc.. you get it* fundamental 
tone.

!• often a matter of guesswork to tell 
whence a sound come*. Indeed. If you 
place the open bands in front of your 
ears and corre them backward sounds 
produced in front will apfftoar to come 
from behind.

Touch really includes, several senses. 


Thus there are spots on the skin which 
feel heat only, spots which feel only 
cold, spots which feel only pain, spots 
which feel only pressure and spots 
which fee'l tickling.

- In Owen Wister's popular story. "The 
Virginian." the author takes for his 
hero fi youth nurtured In a southern 
environrueiat and transplants him to 
the plains of the far west. The prod- 
uct is an uncommonly interesting 
young man. keen in his sensibilities, 
mentally alert, a bit romantic, yet 
sternly practical; fond of a loving worn- 
man, fond of a good horse, plucky al- 
ways, able to give and to' take hard 
knocks, resourceful and cool in every 
emergency. 


James R. Keene. the great stock op- 


.erator. who ha's the center of the stage 
agaiu, is not a Virginian by birth, but 
Virginia wtis his boyhood environment, 
says the New York Herald. He was 
born in London of north .of Ireland 
^tock, but early in life was brought to 
America, by bis father, who came here 
to mend his fortunes. Like the hero of 
"The Virginian," it was iu the west 
that Keene irounded out his young man- 
hood. He 1)8(1 begun the study of law, 
but found it little to his taste. 
In 


Shasta county, Cal.. lie was succea_s- 
iyely a "cow puncher," a newspaper 
reporter, an editor, a schoolteacher, and 
at one time lie resorted £o the peddling 
of ruilk to make a livelihood. In those 
days'his wh'ole income for a week often 
would not have purchased the perfec- 
tos which he now tears to pieces with 
his teeth and throws away in the course 
of a harrowing day over the stock tick- 
er. 


Young Keene drifted to San Francis- 


co. That city was then rocking In the 
throes of the gold mining fever. For- 
tunes were being made in a day. 
It 


was an environment that appealed 
stro'ngly to a man of Keene's tempera- 
ment. He had gone to Virginia City, 
Nev., 
after his cow'punching and milk 


peddling days and had got together 
something JIke $10,000. This was bia 
San Francisco capital. His first' idea 
was to practice law, but the specula- 
tive virus was In his veins, and his 
surroundings warmed It to fever beat. 
Most of San Francisco's "law business 
in those days consisted In the settle- 
ment of mining claims. Those which 
were not adjusted by the shotgun and 
rifle were sometimes settled by litiga- 
tion. 


So Keene's law expefienw was only 


fuel to the fire. Flood. Fair and O'Bri- 
en were the ruling spirits then In San 
Francisco^ speculative world. 
They 


and others were accumulating great 
fortunes under his nose, as it were. 
The appeal to his instincts and Imagi- 
nation was irresistible. He oecame a 
"curbstone broker" and soon found It 
not only more- congenial/ but more 
profitable, to be a broker than a law- 
yer. His first ventures were eminent- 
ly-successful, and within a few months 
he had increased his capital to $125,- 
000. 
He began to Indulge the dream of 


becoming a bonanza king, for other 
deals Boon added to bis funds. 


He also began to dream of winning 


a bride. He had met and greatly ad- 
mired. Miss Sarah ^ Daingerfleld, the 
daughter of a Virginian, who had gone 
to California to visit he,r brother. Judge 
William P. Dangerfleld 'of tht United 
Btatef circuit court 
Young Keene 


pressed bis salt with all the energy and 
jBRtateoes^ he afterward displayed In 
the manipulation of a stock pool. But 
the judge bitterly opposed him. 
He 


•nnbbed the aspiring youth, spoke of 
him as "an upstart curbstone, broker** 
and thrtatened to disown tb* sister 'f 
•be should owncy bl». 
But Keene 


woo bis bride In spit* of opposition, 
and they wefe BMirled, 


Hardly had they settled down to 


housekeeping wben be bad to f«cf bis 
first serious reverse. Tb* market went 
tb* wrong way OOP. day lo 1870, and 
Mr. Keen* saw Us whole fortune 
swept .awaj tat*, cfcaqs*

tines* jet that bis future lay In the 
speculative field, be rammed curbstone 
operations in a small, iray and Anally 
made a friend of Senator Felton, who 
was a powerful factor in finance. When 
tbe senator became assistant treasurer 
or tbe United States and bad to retire 
from tbe San Francisco Mining Ex- 
change, he offered .to sell bis seat In 
that bourse to young Keene and agreed 
to 'trust him for tbe money. Tbe ar» 


made was thajt when called 


upon Mr. Keene should pay to Senator 
Felton whatever price sea to on .tbe ex- 
change might be bringing at tbe time 
of the calling of the loan. 


So It was that .lltn Keene first be- 


came' a recognized broker on 'change. 
At last he was In his native element 
and be prospered amazingly. When 
Senator Felton traally called that loan. 
Mr. Keene paid him five times the sum 
it'had originally cost the senator to en- 
ter the golden bourse, and Keene did 
not bare to strain his checkbook to do 
it.; And-oow follows the story"of Keene's 
first gre,at coup—the stroke that first 
ranked uliin among millionaires, that 
brought to him the sinews of war with 
which I'-is ambitious youngster, worth 
53.000.0«vi> before he was forty years 
old, 
aspired to storm the stronger clt- 


idei of Wall- street and there to gn.p- 
pie with the redoubtable Jdy Gould. 
." In tbe early seventies the stocks of 
toe Bonanza mines were^away up in 
the clouds. Some were quoted as high 
as 500 or 600. Mr. Keene conceived the 
notion that these values wefe ridicu- 
lously excessive. He believed the bub- 
ble had been inflated almost to the 
point where it would have to burst, 
anfl he laid his plans accordingly. 
There and then began the first of those 
famous bear campaigns in which he 
became so skilled an adept as .to win 
the nickname of "Ursus Major." 


With the instinct of the true "plun- 


ger," be backed his game to the limit of 
his resources. He got together every 
available dollar of his owu and all he 
could persuade his friends to let him 
invest on commission. 
He began a 


'systematic literary* campaign, assailing 
whajf he regarded as inflated values- 
such a skilled campaign as he has since 
been-taccused ofjnspidug against cer- 
tain stocks nearer Wall street Then 
Le began to sell, while others, who 
laughed "at him and thought him a cra- 
zy man, continued to buy. 


Soon they saw Keene's predictions 


verified. The stocks weakened and be- 
gan to tumble.' Then they went down, 
down, down with a rush. It was al- 
most a collapse. 
The bubble had 


burst' Some of the stocks fell to 
25 and 30. Jim Keene, in the thick of 
it all, stood selling and doubling-up 
and selling again, and when tbe smoke 
of battle had cleared he found himself 
worth $3.000,000. 


The Bank of California failed. Its 


president, William C. Ralston, commit- 
ted suicide. 
Fortunes were swept 


tway, panic had succeeded optimism, 
and financial affairs on the Phciflc 
slope appeared to be going to everlast- 
ing smash. 
Mr. Keene had made 


many cordial enemies, to the number 
of which he has added largely since. 
But he helped to organize a syndicate 
to rescue the Bank of California. Then 
he figured up his $3,000,000 of profits, 
and under the advice of his physician 
he decided to go to Europe for a rest 
to recoup his somewhat weakened 
health. 


On> his way to Europe he stopped 


over in Wall street to have a look at 
Jay Gould, and he postponed that Eu- 
ropean trip for some years. But that 
is another story, or, at least, another 
chapter in the extraordinary storj* of 
this gifted operator's ups and downs.
